Meanwhile, 
old crop feeding is only taken up as space 
permits at 19s 3d to 19s 6d per cwt, de- 
livered, while new crop remains at 19s 6d 
to 19s 9d. Reports are that business has 
already occurred at Avonmouth at 18s 6d, 
delivered to the port. 


Moving Firmer 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
Canadian barley crop will now be much below 
that of last year. Russian barley, in view 
of existing conditions, is moving firmer and 
the Barley Working Party has repeated its 
recommended price of 18s 3d, ex-farm. 

Offers of old crop Scottish oats are dimin- 
ishing and deliveries were getting behind- 
hand. Prices fully steady at £18 5s to 
£19 5s per ton, rail-delivered. This has 
brought about a further steadier tone to old 
crop English feeding, which is priced at 
17s 6d to 18s 6d. 

Old crop English winter beans still find a 
quiet sale, but for tics enquiries are smarten- 
ing up for the better and small-sized qualities.

How- 
ever, where good quality lots were obtainable 
they could usually find buyers at steady rates. 
At 16 per cent protein, prices remained around 
£26 per ton, ex-plant, while 18 per cent 
protein meal was quoted about £27 10s.

LONDON, Sat.—Moderate supplies of hay 
offered and merchants predict field supplies 
would soon be finished.

In the following three months, therefore, 
400,000 tons were sold, as against 200,000 
tons in the same period of 1960. 

In the case of wheat, the rapid clearance 
took place in late May and June. The census 
taken at the end of May gave a figure of 
210,000 tons and the latest one 30,000 tons. 

Last year the amount dropped from 70,000 
to 6,000 tons. So in this period, disposals 
were 64,000 tons in 1960 and 180,000 tons 
this year, nearly three times as much. 

There were also more oats left late last 
month—90,000 tons as against 50,000 tons a 
year previously.

BEEF-DAIRY CROSSES 
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Freedom To-day May 


Be Gone To-morrow 


OR ten years Conservative governments have been preaching and practising 
economic freedom. Gradually during that period many of the controls so 
popular with the Socialists were demolished. Now troublesome times are 


with us. 


A possibility exists that some of the freedom here to-day may be gone 


to-morrow. This afternoon the Chancellor of the Exchequer will tell the 
Commons what steps he proposes taking to deal with the current crisis. 


He is expected to follow a tough line. — 


It may entail to much 
despised controls. 

Should that happen many supporters of 
the present Government would feel dis- 
gruntled to say the least. Particularly 
investors, if some form of dividend limi- 
tation should be introduced. But if Tory 
controls are feared there must be even 
more apprehension about the Labour 
Party’s ideas. 

“ Signposts to the Sixties,” the recently 
published pamphlet setting out Labour’s 
home policy brings us up to date with 
Socialist thinking on the score of public 
ownership.

No Attempt 


The stress is on the dangers of mono- 
poly. Great play is made on the subject 
of takeovers and the consolidation of 
businesses. But no attempt is made to 
assess whether or not the many takeovers 
already seen have had damaging or 
favourable economic consequences. 

That there are restrictive practices in 
business cannot be denied. However, 
the Monopolies Commussion has already 
eliminated some of them. And the rest 
are going to receive increased attention 
from the Government. 

Restrictive practices do not apply to 
business only. Organized labour has a 


lot to answer for in this respect. “Sign- 
posts to the Sixties ” does not go into that 
though. 

Instead the failure to achieve a more 
satisfactory rate of economic growth is 
attributed to lack of central planning and 
inefficient industrial management. 

Labour’s solution would be to create a 
National Industrial Planning Board. In 
essence this board would consult with 
industry and Government departments in 
deciding when and where expansion 
should take place. 


Control Over Funds 


Regarding the availability of necessary 
finance an important point is that greater 
control over the investment policies of 
pension funds and private insurance com- 
panies is envisaged. 

As the operations of these institutional 
investors determine the trends of security 
prices any interference of their freedom of 
choice of investments could have extre- 
mely significant repercussions in the stock 
market. 

In fact, security investment altogether 
would become a very trying business. For 
a Labour government would seek to in- 
crease public ownership by acquiring a 
stake in companies or by taking them over

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Erratic Prices : Rain 
Hinders Lifting Early in Week 


ENERALLY unsettled price levels characterized last week's trading activities. 
Heavy rain at the beginning of the week again delayed lifting in many areas. 
As a result, almost all market prices shot up as very few merchants were carrying 
stocks over from day to day. When the weather did improve later in the week, 
delivery to the markets increased very rapidly. 

Fieldwork work went on late into the evening on many holdings. As a result, markets 
were temporarily over-supplied and prices fell rapidly. In some cases these falls were as much 
as 10s per cwt (wholesale). Merchants were late last week holding bigger stocks. 

Maincrops have brightened up a lot since the recent rains. Many fields were looking on the 
seedy side after the long dry spell. Bulking has also been considerably improved. However, 
if anything, tops were looking better than bottoms in a lot of places. 

Blight has not appeared to be in any way serious and aphids have generally been kept well 
under control by adequate sprayi But there has been a considerable amount of common 
scab on the tubers lifted so far. The abrasive effect of dry soil is blamed. Certain varieties, 
particularly Craigs Royal and Arran Pilot, have also been particularly vulnerable to tuber 
cracks.

| years old. It was founded to help farmers of England and 
| Wales, and their dependants, who have fallen victim to

at the crossroads of their existence. There 
is a good deal of evidence that most of them 
intend to make the right choice of turning: 
towards further emphasis on commercial worth 
rather than pedigree for its own sake. Only 
thus will they survive 

Just now in the cattle world all the societies have 
before them a proposal that the National 
Cattle Breeders’ Association should be put on 
a sound basis. The snag is that most of them 
are faced with finding extra money out of 
dwindling resources. However, the breeds as 
a whole seem to accept the principle of a far 
stronger body to speak on their behalf. Make 
no mistake, an effective N.C.B.A. could do a 
big job: We urge the societies not to let pass 
the chance to make it so. 

The N.C.B.A. has already spoken up over A.I. 
It has put over well the case for a better reward 
to the pedigree breeder, whose contribution to 
progress in farming it is rather the fashion to 
decry. 

Tremendous developments are afoot in beef 
cattle and the pedigree man has the chance 
here and now to have a hand in his own

destiny. The Association has already taken 
the initiative over a national recording plan. And 
there is much more work of this type which 
is common to all breeds: it can therefore best 
be done centrally. 

Recent domestic activities of the breed societies 
are encouraging. Over the Charollais importa- 
tion our plea that the beef breeds should accept 
the challenge and get down to answer it, has 
been heeded. 

Most of the dairy societies have some scheme 
for bull testing and the joint breeding organi- 
zation set up by three Friesian breeders is a 
refreshing departure from insular tradition. 

Then, to the horror of some older hands, the 
fashion spreads of seeking new blood overseas. 

Since the war imports have been made of half- 
a-dozen bréeds already established here, and 
now Swedish Reds may join Red Danes in an 
effort to revive the fortunes of two of our 
breeds. Such infusions, properly arranged and 
not indiscriminate, should be allowed. Our 
supremacy as stock-breeders was built on the 
principle of blending genes from several sources 
to our needs. We cannot afford to lose the 
substance of past achievement, but we iwust 
modify and adapt to changing times

12m Gallons Extra for Liquid Market 


in Six Months — New Cream Records | 


WELVE million more gallons were sold on the liquid market in the first 


half of this year compared with last, an increase of 1.8 per cent. 


Figures 


issued by the Milk Board last week show that 3.91m gallons a day were 


sold in June as against 3.80m in June, 1960. But this was still below the record | 


of 3.96m in the same month of 1949. 

Cream sales continue to create new 
records. Nearly 6.8m gallons of milk 
went into fresh cream making in June 
compared with 5.9m, 5.3m and 3.4m in 
that month of 1960, 1959 and 1958. 

Total deliveries off farms were 186.3m 
gallons, 10m higher than the previous 
highest for June which was recorded last 
year. Manufacturing took 69m gallons. 

Tributes to the work of the National 
Milk Publicity Council and the M.M.B. 
were paid by the Minister of Agriculture, 
Mr. Christopher Soames, at the June 
Dairy Festival dinner in London last 
week. 

“ Exceptional ”’ 

The dinner is the climax to the Festival 
activities, which this year brought results 
described by Mr. W. J. Hinds, President 
of the N.M.P.C., as “ exceptional.” This, 
he said, would be seen in the June figures. 

Each year the Festival went from 
strength to strength. It was maintaining 
a high standard of service. Basically it 
was a large-scale operation of public rela- 
tions and part of the overall milk pub- 
licity effort of the Council. 

Mr. Soames said that within six years 
the Festival had become an established 
tradition. It was no easy task thinking 
up new ways of putting over the message 
year by year, but this year record crowds 
had again been drawn to the festival 
exhibitions. 

Of the total turnover in agriculture,

Soviet Manufacturers Put Accent on 
Bigger and Faster Tackle 


D URING the past few years, the U.S.S.R. has been steadily increasing its 


standard of farm mechanization. 


A look around the Soviet Exhibition 


being held at Earls Court, London, revealed several new tractors and 
machines which for the most part showed strong signs of Western influence. 
As far as agricultural trends are concerned, the Russian manufacturers seem to be 
putting the accent on faster working speeds for the tractors,and wider working 


widths for the machines. 


They talk of ploughing with a four furrow mounted 


plough at a speed of 6-7 m.p.h. A plough has been apeceeny designed to suit this 


high-speed work. 

Hydraulic rams are incorporated in the 
tractor design for the selection of track 
widths. Single hydraulic rams are usually | 
attached to the rear of the tractors to | 
operate the lifting links. However, one 
tractor on show had a “ built-in” system. 
Power-take-off shafts are fitted as 
standard and run at the one speed of 
540 r.p.m. 

Main interest was centred around the 
self-propelled chassis—a toolbar on 
wheels. It is powered by a 16 h.p. engine 
and a complete range of cultivations 
equipment can be mid-mounted and 
underslung.

STATEMENT of Government policy on the Common Market is to be 
made by the Prime Minister on Monday, July 31, and there will be a 
debate on the subject in Parliament the same week. It is expected that 

Mr. Macmillan will announce the Government’s decision to enter into dis- 
cussions with the six Common Market countries to discover whether satisfactory 
arrangement can be devised to safeguard the interests of the Commonwealth, 


E.F.T.A. and British agriculture. 

Mr. Macmillan will emphasize that 
these will be preliminary discussions not 
formal negotiations, and that no decision 
to join will be taken until the Common- 
wealth and E.F.T.A. Governments have 
been consulted. 

The opportunity of consulting the 
Commonwealth Governments will no 
doubt be taken during the conference of 
Commonwealth Finance Ministers due to 
start on September 12, and the E.F.T.A. 
Ministerial Council will no doubt be con- 
vened during the same month. 


It is unlikely that the N.F.U. will be 
officially consulted on the outcome of 
these discussions for two reasons. 
First, the decision must be a Govern- 
ment decision. Secondly, the Govern- 
ment are aware of the implacable 
opposition of the N.F.U. to the agri- 
cultural proposals of the Six. 


Still Undecided 


The fact is, of course, that no real 
assurances can be obtained about British 
agriculture if we enter the Common 
Market because the common agricultural 
policy is still undecided. The best that 
could be said would be that Britain would 
have a say in formulating the Common 
Market agricultural policy if we joined. 

But the French have made it clear 
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inside the councils of the existing Com- 
mon Market that the reduction of indus- 
trial tariffs cannot continue unless there is 
an agricultural quid pro quo. 

The Germans have promised progress 
on the agricultural front after their 
General Elections in September, and so 
there is every likelihood that Britain 
would be faced with at least the begin- 
nings of harmonization of agricultural 
policies if she joins any time after the 
middle of next year. 

One possibility, however, is that the 

Six would agree that Britain, as a late 

entrant, could be allowed to make pro- 

gress more slowly on the agricultural 
front. For example, the programming 


position demed to the agricultural indus- 
tries of the other members of the Com- 
mon Market 

In other words, at that time, British 
agriculture would have to bear the full 
brunt of Common Market competition. 


Simple Proposition 

But in the debate next week, M.P.s will 
be faced with the simple proposition 
whether they should or should not sup- 
port the Government’s decision to enter 
into discussions, Should a vote be taken, 
only the most resolute opponents of Com- 
mon Marketeering are likely to vote 
against. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Selwyn Lloyd will 
today (Tuesday) announce his new 
measures for dealing with the economic 
crisis, and they will be the subject of 
debate for the next two days. As this is 
largely a balance of payments crisis, the 
opponents of the Common Market can 
argue in advance that this is a time for 
more controls over imports Tather than 
freer trade.

At the request of the breeder an opera- 
tor will take ultrasonic fat measurements 
of gilts retained as potential breeding ani- 
mals in the weight range 190-210\lb. 

| Measurements may also be taken in the 
ranges 125-135lb and 240-260Ib. 

From these measurements the lean of 
the animals will be calculated and speed 
of growth will be recorded. 


Constant Live Weight 


The information will be corrected to the 
appropriate constant live weight of 130Ib, 
2001b and 250lb. 

It will be emphasized to breeders that 
| the service can only provide comparisons 
within a herd as management, especially 
feeding, can influence fat depth. 

A basic fee of 30s per visit will be 
charged, plus 3s 6d for each pig measured, 
to cover part of the cost of the service. 

Thus if a herd is visited 10 times a 
year and 150 animals are measured the 
total cost to the breeder would be £67 10s. 

It is estimated that one operator wili be 
| able to measure 3,000 gilts in a year.

Breed Leads Black-and-Whites in Feeding 
Trial at Middle Aston

IRST results of yet another move to show that British live stock can com- 
pete with the best from overseas were shown at a demonstration of beef 
performance tested South Devons recently. The trial has so far been a 


triumph for the West Country cattle which have shown larger weight gains at 
less cost than similarly reared British Friesian steers used as a yardstick. 


Most recent calculations of perform- 
ance and costs over a four-week period 
showed the Black-and-Whites (two groups 
of 10 steers sired by. Ministry-owned 


bulls) averaged 2.01lb and 1.96lb daily | 


live weight gains. The South Devons (10 
steers from different breeders) averaged 
2.10Ib. 

Cost per Ib live weight gain was also 
in favour of the South Devons at 11.8d 
against 12.5d and 12.9d for the Friesians. 

This performance test, carried out by 
Spillers, Ltd., at Middle Aston, Oxon, in 
conjunction with the South Devon Herd 
Book Society, was started to discover 
whether there was any correlation 
between calf-size at birth and subsequent 
growth rates and whether a high rate of 


| growth and good food conversion went 
| hand in hand. 


| These factors were considered 
| fundamental importance in view of the 
| Claims made for the Charollais and it was 
decided to test these theories by using 
the largest British breed, the South Devon. 

The calves were turned out to grass at 
the end of April and on visual appraisal 
the South Devons looked to be going 
steadily ahead. 

When the cattle are 18 months old they 
will be slaughtered and the carcases 
dissected to assess the proportion of dear 
to cheap cuts and the quality and wealth 
of meat.

Winter wheat gets 2icwt of Fisons 45 
down the spout and 2cwt of sulphate of 
ammonia top-dressing. Barley gets 2}cwt 
of I.C.I. No. 1, plus top-dressing. Rates 
this year have been rather higher, because 
of expected leaching.

NLY a few short years ago the Llanwenog Sheep, a black-faced heath 
type developed in Cardiganshire at the end of the last century, seemed 
doomed to become just another of the breeds of yesteryear. But due 
to the determined efforts of Wales’ youngest flock book society it is rapidly 
gaining new popularity both within the Principality and much farther afield. 


This year, for the first time ever, 
competitive classes for Llanwenogs 
have been scheduled for the Royal 
Welsh Show. 

What is the secret behind the new 
vogue which the Llanwenog ewe, branded 
by some leading Welsh flockmasters as 
the “utility ewe with a future,” is 
currently enjoying? 


Smaller than the usual lowland ewe the 

Llanwenog thrives under high or low 

conditions and rarely requires 

hand feeding except during the most 
severe weather, - 

She breeds early in the season and in 
addition to her high prolificacy (a lamb- 
ing percentage of 175 to 190 is not un- 
common), she is an exceptionally good 
milker and mother. Ewe lambs seldom 
fail to a as yearlings. The ewe scales 
be pres 130Ib and a a clip of 4 to 5lb 

of high quality wool. 

Realizing how narrowly the breed 
escaped extinction the three-year-old 
Llanwenog Flock Society is now wasting 





no time in building for the future. Flocks 

are still small in size. There were only 

40 registered in 1958; there are riow 100. 
Few flocks remained pure throughout 

the years of the war and ind. considerable 

difficulty was experienced in finding suffi 

cient rams for the revival. But there was 





no compromise; only the best type passed 
inspection, Last year, of the 228 rams 
inspected only 113 were approved. 

This year, in an attempt to achieve an 
even greater degree uniformity a 
special ram approval day is being 
arranged to enable the inspection panel 
to run through the lot at one centre on 
the same day. 

Since an annual sale has been intro- 
duced draft ewes have attracted new 
buyers from the Midlands and others 
from Cheshire and Yorkshire.

tour, grazing for even a few days at 
the wrong time in winter or spring can 
halve the yield. To make matters 
worse, no one really knows when the 
wrong time is. 

Suppose, though, that you have followed 
all the rules and you have a crop ready 
to harvest. If it’s a good crop of rye- 
grass or fescue it is laid flat on the 
ground. It must be mown with the 
greatest skill and left to ripen in the 
swath. 


This swath cannot be touched until it is 
ready to thresh or else all the seed falls 
out. If the swath is a thick one it does 
not dry out completely except in excep- 
tional conditions. Normally it remains 
damp and tough. Often it grows into 
the ground and the seeds sprout. 

One or two machines have been designed 
to lift the swath from the ground and 
let it down again without threshing out 
too much seed. Or a mower can be 
run under the swath i It all 
sounds very — but it isn’t. All 
these machines will thresh out a pro- 
portion, and mowing under a swath is 
not, I repeat not, so simple. 


* * * 


The combine pick-ups, even the very 
latest ones, still thresh out a certain 
amount, and while ryegrass thresh 
readily they can make a mess of any 
combine when tough. When my 
machines are threshing ryegrass on a 
moist day the rhythm of their work all 
too often ceases abruptly as a mass of 
grass gets wound round the drum. 

Just to make things more difficult still the 
fashionable grasses to grow are the S 
or pasture strains: those originating 
in Aberystwyth. I have nothing against 
the S strains, in fact for they 
are extremely valuable, es when 
you remember that no grass will grow 
without adequate moisture and fertility. 

But for seed growing they suffer the 
drawback of their selection for leaf 
rather than seed. And leaf in any seed 
crop is a decided nuisance. The seed 
grower only wants seed and the grazier 
wants leaf and I am surprised that so 
far their interests have coincided as 
well as they have.

purity. Grass seeds are to a degree 
persistent in the soil, that is that they 
can remain without germinating for 
more than a year. 

So if you decide to grow more than one 
variety you must zone your farm, Cer- 
tain fields must grow one or other of 
the varieties you choose for ever and 
ever. There can be no chopping about 
or you may lose your certification. 

Still, with persistence you can become a 
seed grower and perhaps a very good 
one. You still have to market your 
seed and you don’t know your price 
until it has been threshed, delivered to 
the merchant and cleaned. 


* * * 


This is the fundamental weakness of the 
Aberystwyth contract. You can only 
get the stock seed and have it certified 
if you are under contract to a merchant. 
Now I was always taught as a young 
man that the essence of a contract was 
a fixed price, at least a minimum price. 
Not so with grass seeds. 

The price of these is fixed by the N.F.U. 
Seeds Committee and the seed trade 
after harvest, when stocks are known 
with a certain amount of accuracy. The 
supply of imports is also a factor. 

I was on the Seeds Committee when this 
process was operating in the early days 
and I always felt that the dice were 
loaded on the merchants’ side. By the 
time the discussions began they usually 
had possession of the seed, all the facts 
were at their disposal and they had the 
money too. 

Now many merchants are first class and 
have done good work in developing our 
seeds industry, but every contract 
should have an arbitration clause. 
There is none as far as I know in these 
price-fixing arrangements, so the trade 
can fix their own prices. A bad thing. 

In fact for a long time I have thought 
this such a bad thing that I have not 
had a contract, preferring to grow my 
seeds for the free commercial market. 
I buy good stock and sell it as what it 
is. Ae leest 1 did, but now I gather I 
can no longer call my stocks their 
botanical name. $.22 becomes Italian 
ryegrass, $.24 perennial ryegrass. 

If I and the other free growers are to be 
coerced into the fold, I think the trade 
should be coerced into accepting arbi- 
tration in the event of disagreement.

But when prices of £120 were 
being demanded for in-calvers and £90 
for bulling heifers, he decided to look for

the lowland farmer, maybe un- 

accustomed to any breed of 

sheep, the origins of that strange 
attachment of many mountain flocks 
for their unfenced hill or fell, are just 
as obscure as the origins of the sheep 
themselves. These hefted or footed 
flocks, as they are known, have in many 
upland areas been passed from each 
occupier to his successor for several 
generations and the value of this some- 
what touching attachment of sheep for 
their homeland, can only be appre- 
ciated when the acreages involved are 
known, and the wild inaccessible nature 
of the land is seen. 

Under these difficult conditions the 
shepherd has at best only a remote con- 
trol of his flocks, as they are gathered 
only a few times a year for the major 
operations. So the limited value of his 
daily shepherding, as well as the advan- 
tages of hefting on land which could never 
stand the cost of fencing, is clear. 


Lamb Below 

The belief that a sheep becomes footed 
because it never strays far from the spot 
where it was born, is only partly true. 
For example in the Pennines, many flocks 
are brought lower down the hill to lamb 
and are not returned to the higher land 
until the lambs are several weeks old. 

Perhaps it would be more accurate to 
say that sheep form this attachment for 
a particular few acres because it was there, 
on their mother’s heft I 


Unfortunately, the obligation to pass the 
flock on to each succeeding flock- 
master does not obtain in all of the moun- 
tain sheep walks. Consequently where 
this cannot be , the difficulties 
of the incomer are almost insurmountable. 
Such a case occurred on the fells of 


Mr. H. V. Temple with the foundation ewe of his hefted flock. She was bought as a “‘shott,"' 
is now 14 years old and has bred for 12 ae ae on a diet largely composed of 


Pennine 


Upper Teesdale about twelve ros ago. 
Mr. H. V. Temple who was then a shep- 
herd, was offered vacant stints on a part 
of a fell which had been deprived of its 
flock. He decided to foot a flock for him- 
self, while continuing his work as a shep- 
herd on an adjoining farm. In this way 
the hefting was made less laborious, as 
he had to pass his fell morning and night. 
He bought 24 Swaledale ewe hoggs and 
put them on his fell. Then for several 
months he “dogged” the strays back to 
their own stints, twice daily. Yet, by the 
following autumn there were only two 
which were really footed to the land. 
The 22 determined wanderers were sold 
to the several farmers on whose land they 
had settled. The two “natives” were 
brought down to the in-bye land for tup- 
ping, to be later returned to the fell. The 
following spring showed that one was 
barren, but the other had a ewe lamb. 


The barrener did not get a second chance 
and was sold. The queen of the moor 
and her ewe lamb alone remained. 
By this time Mr. Temple had 
up his employment as s 
was wholly employed on his present 
holding at Bowlees, Newbiggin-i 
Teesdale, a Durham. I1 is 
to report that Providence rewarded this 
attempt at the re-creation of real wealth 
by sending an almost unbroken suc- 
cession of ewe lambs for several years. 
The hardy little flock now numbers 34 
ewes of all ages, with the foundation 
flock of one ewe still at the head, 
at the age of 14 years and still breeding. 
To many this ~—— seem a trivial reward 
for such sustained hard work. But when 
it is that all sheep which are 
suckled on this moor will be naturally 
hefted thereto, then this young farmer has 
created a valuable possession.

of chan of recent months have demonstrated that the forces of the wind 


of change in British agriculture are here to stay. 


Should the Government 


find themselves unable to sign the Treaty of Rome and join the Common 
Market it is abundantly clear that mounting surplus of foreign and home-grown 


food will render the 1957 Act unworkable. 


It has been suggested that, at the 


present rate, the food subsidy bill will reach £400m. within the next two years, 
at which figure it would be neither politically nor economically acceptable. 


Should the Government elect to join 
the Common Market we will have to 
accept the terms as they stand. This has 
beem firmly stated recently by Prof. Hall- 
stien, the President of the E.E.C. Com- 
mittee. It would appear that, on balance, 
British Agriculture would, in the long 
term, be better off under the protectionist 
system employed by the Six than under 
our present system of deficiency payments 
made unworkable by world surplus. 


Low-cost Production 


Before accepting the terms of the 
Treaty of Rome which, in the circum- 
stances, appears to be the better long- 
term alternative, the Government should 
carefully consider the possibility that the 
tremendous scope for increased low-cost 
production in Europe of all commodities 
which, coupled with increasing surpluses 
in many other parts of the world, must 
gradually push the agreed target prices 
downwards. 

They should also be aware of the dif- 
ference in the acceptable living standards 
and operating costs of our farmers and 
those on the continent. Also the dif- 
ferences in wages and hours worked on 
the continent, and not overlook the 
references in the Treaty to preferential 
treatment for marginal areas: this is a 
much easier task in Europe, where a vast 
income is earned from wine grown on the 
poorer land. 

What is required is a firm assurance 
from the “Six” that they will tie their 
present target price structure (which we 
could accept) to the present value of their

M“‘ RICHARD LAMB, in his letter (July 18, p. 99), about the debate 


Scheme, 1961, attributes statements to Lord Waldegrave about the 
prices of fertilizers in international trade and about an application for the 
removal of tariff duties, which inaccurately render what in fact Lord Waldegrave 
did say on these two points, as may be confirmed from the Official Report of 


the Debate. 

Thus at no point 
in his reply did 
Lord Waldegrave 
say that there was 
no application be- 
fore the Govern- 
ment for the 
removal of tariff 
duties. His remarks 
were confined to 
stating in general 
some of the condi- 
tions which would 
have to be satisfied 
before a cut in the 
tariff could be con- Earl Waldegrave 
sidered. 

Again, what Lord Waldegrave said 
about prices in international trade was 
that figures quoted for export sales are 
often considerably lower than _ the 
domestic prices that Continental farmers 
have to pay, and on many occasions do 
not represent the cost of production. 

If, for the sake of argument, one 
accepts Mr. Lamb’s quotation of £10-£12 
per ton for sulphate of ammonia produced 
in Italy, then the following figures show 
an interesting comparison between this 
price and the delivered price, farmer’s 
nearest station, in European countries. 

These figures are expressed in terms of 
dollars per metric ton of plant nutrient as 
calculated and published by O.E.E.C. in 
May 1961. On the same basis Mr. Lamb’s 
figure of £10 to £12 a ton would be 
$131.65 to $157.98.

ON THE CARDS 
My wife is in partnership with me in the 
farm business. Does she need a 
National Insurance stamp?—X. 
There is no need for your wife to pay 
National Insurance contributions unless 
she wishes to. If she does so wish, then 
she will be classifiable as a self-employed 
person.—P. J. B. 
LIGHT BURDEN 
The agreement being silent on the point, 
whose responsibility is it to insure and 
repair a lighting generator plant—the 
landlord or tenant?—X. 
Subject to anything to the contrary con- 
tained in the tenancy agreement, a tenant 
is responsible for keeping in good tenant- 
able repair order and condition all fixtures 
and fittings. (See Agriculture (Mainten- 
ance Repair and Insurance of Fixed 
Equipment) Regulations, 1948, No. 184). 
It would appear, therefore, that the tenant 
is responsible for keeping in repair the 
generator plant, and therefore should 
insure it for his own protection.—Lex. 


PRIVATE ONLY 
Is a dual-purpose vehicle taxable at the 
private rate if so used?—X. 
If a utility or dual-purpose vehicle is 
never used for carrying goods in the course 
of a trade or business it is taxable at the 
private car rate.—F. L. S. 
KEEP GOING 
What points should an agreement on a 
letting a field for grazing or mowing 
cover?—X. 
To avoid creating an agricultural tenancy 
such an agreement must be for grazing 
or mowing only for a specified period of 
less than a year, and there must not be any 
right of renewal. It is prudent that such 
an agreement should make provision for: 
1, names of parties; 2, date of commence~- 
ment and end of tenancy; 3, that the land 
is to be used for grazing or mowing only; 
4, a sufficient description of the land; 5, 
the rent and dates of payment; 6, a state- 
ment as to what (if any) liabilities are 
imposed on the grazier for repair of 
fences, etc.; 7, a statement of any rights 
reserved by the owner.—Lex.

PIPE DREAM 


I have been given permission by one 
farmer to tap his stream but his neigh- 
bour, lower down, objects. What is 
the position?—X. 

The ofvner of land abutting on a stream 

cannot take water from the stream for 

purposes unconnected with that land. He 
cannot, therefore, as against other riparian 
owners, grant to the owner of land not 
abutting on the stream a right to abstract 
water therefrom or supply him with water. 

Your neighbour lower down the stream is 

therefore within his legal rights in object- 

ing to your Co-operative neighbour offer- 
ing you a supply.—Legis. 

STOCK ANSWER 

I am fairly new to this farm and my 
neighbours insist that the fences are 
mine and therefore it is up to me to 
keep their cows out. Is this necessarily 
soP-—X, 

There can be a legal duty to maintain a 

fence, but merely owning a fence does not 

mean that there is such a duty. If your 
neighbours assert that you are bound to 
fence against their stock, they must prove 
that the special duty was created by agree- 
ment or, as is sometimes the case (when 

a common was “inclosed”) by an award 

under an Inclosure Act. If they cannot 

prove the creation of that duty, they are 
liable for the consequences of their stock 
trespassing.—Jurist. 
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DOWN IN THE MOUTH 
A Guernsey cow froths and dribbles and 
has difficulty in eating. Is this a case 
of wooden tongue?. How should we 
treat her?—U. H.

You might try the effect of giving him a 
couple of ounces of cod-liver oil every 
day, but whether this will clear up the 
ringworm remains to be seen. In addition, 
dress him all over with a lotion made by 
dissolving 20z potassium sulphurata in 2 
gallons of warm water, and let this dry on 
without rinsing—do this dressing twice a 
week.—Vet. 


SHAKING

A calf started to scour and I fed it on 
glucose and water for two or three days.

Since the calf has responded to the simple 
remedy, I can see no need to dose it with 
anything else. It would be advisable to 
take great care of the sterilization of the 
feeding utensils, which should be cleaned 
and well scalded each time they are used; 
also carry out frequent disinfection of the 
premises.—Vet.

BETTER FED UP 
I have an Angus cross Fersey calf aged 
eight months and still suckling. She 
also receives rearing nuts and ad lib. 
hay. Will she revert to the dam when 
I wean her?—E. R. (Norfolk). 
The general experience of people feeding 
Angus cross cattle out of dairy cows is 
that they take on the conformation of the 
dam more and more as they become older. 
My advice to you is to keep liberally feed- 
ing your heifer inside until she is gradable 
weight, i.e., 65cwt, live weight, and mar- 
ket her in the fat market. If she is weaned 
and turned out to grass she is likely to 
lose condition and conformation.—J. S$. H 


BOLLING NUISANCE 


Is it worth going to the trouble and ex- 
pense of cooking chat potatoes for feed- 
ing to heavy pigs?—}. H. (Yorks). 

Raw potatoes fed continuously in quan- 

tity have an irritating effect on the 

stomachs and bowels of pigs. Larger pigs 
can stand up to this irritation better than 
small. Potatoes are a relatively bulky 
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feed, containing one-quarter of dry matter 
and three-quarters of water. Cooked 
potatoes are safer, more palatable and 
more digestible, and it usually pays to 
cook them rather than feed raw. Pigs will 
eat cooked potatoes from almost any age, 
but do not benefit from them much until 
they are about four months old.—H. R. D. 


MAKE THE GRADE 


I have some fairly meaty stirks of 16 to 
20 months. Should I turn them on t& 
good grazing, later fattening inside fot 
Christmas sale, or carry them through 
the winter for spring sale?-—H. D 
(Staffs). 

It is difficult to advise you without seeing 

the stirks in question but, if they are 

fleshy and in gradable condition, my 
advice is to market fat, when they reach 
the qualifying weight (7}cwt for bullocks, 
64cwt for heifers).

HOSE who show pigs can be in 

considerable trouble during hot 
weather and some pigs die of heat 
apoplexy every year. One died at 
the Royal Show this year. 

It is a golden rule not to throw 
a bucket of cold water over the 
pig’s body; this ts the surest way 
of killing the pig as it sends all the 
blood up to the head. 

As soon as the pig starts to show 
signs of panting and distress pour 
some neat vinegar on to a wetted 
sponge and sponge the pig’s head 
and collar, between the ears, down 
the snout and under the chin and 
jowl taking care not to let any get 
into the eves. 

If the pig wants to lick up some 
vinegar, let it. Then sponge be- 
tween the forelegs up under the 
“armpits.” This treatment should 
be carried out on the journey to the 
show as well as after the pig is 
penned in really hot weather.

Would it be possible to grow a crop of

On rare occasions in this country lupins 
have been grown for seed.

My own view is that it would be better 
to correct the acidity of such light land 
and grow a far more productive crop. If 
lupins are grown for stock feed then 
new strains with low alkaloid content 
should be chosen.

My potatoes have rough, ugly skins 
(samples enclosed), Could this be due 
to a top dressing of granulated fertilizer 
being washed into the soil after a dry 
spell7—D. S. (Cornwall), 
Your potatoes are suffering from com- 
mon scab which is purely superficial and 
does not affect the usefulness of the 
potato, although, of course, it does spoil 
the appearance and hence the saleability. 
It has nothing to do with your use of 
granulated fertilizers, and is possibly 
aggravated this year by the season, being 
favoured by a dry, warm season. All 
soils of a gravelly type, low in organic 
matter and alkaline are likely to cause the 
trouble. Some varieties are more suscep- 
tible than others. The most important 
measure to adopt is to increase the organic 


matter content of the soil by using 
generous quantities of farm-yard manure 
or green manure.—H. I. M. 


SHORT AND SWEET 
Does lucerne make good silage? 
cause bloat?—}. H. (Yorks). 

It makes excellent silage but you need at 
least 30Ib molasses diluted with an equal 
quantity of water applied per ton of crop. 
It is an advantage also to wilt partially if 
you can. I have not come across any 
cases of bloat, and it would appear that 
the factor causing bloat—whatever it may 
be—is rendered inoperative by the process 

of ensiling—H. I. M. 

DYING DANGERS 

I recently sprayed a field with 2,4-D to 
kill ragwort. Some is affected, some 1s 
not visibly so. Should I spray again 
and should I keep the stock out?—G. f.

I should leave the field until growth is 

active again after rain. Then you will see 

whether respraying will be needed. Dying 

ragwort plants are particularly dangerous, 

as stock tend to eat them. The field 

should be left until the ragwort plants 

have either disintegrated or have been

NLIKELY though it may seem, ducks are in the doldrums. In a com- 

petitive market for table poultry the waterfowl are having the worst of 

it. This has shown up in recent weeks when prices have been at a 

particularly low ebb, down to a rather uneconomic ls 1ld per lb. The big 
expansion in broilers has not only had a direct effect, but now that the more 
inefficient producers are being squeezed out they are tending to try ducks. They 
will fail again, of course, but not before markets have been flooded with a re 

of indifferent duckling. 

There are other reasons for the state of fr

spiichliin give an average 70 per cent 
result, which is of course, excellent. Not 
content with this, exhaustive tests are 
being carried out to give a 2 per cent 
improvement. It would be worth £50 a 
week, 

Duck breeding is on a mammoth scale. 
With a drake to five ducks and 200 head 
running together in 100 x 50 yard pens on 
sandy land, the average is 96 per cent 
fertility. The Aylesbury type ducks lay 
most of the year round. ‘Their houses 
are mainly felt and wire or corrugated 
iron, costing about Is 3d per bird. 

They are spread over a large part of 
the 170-acre breeding farm, one of many 
with stock run over them in rotation; 
which is just possible with 2,500 acres 
overall. 

There are several gursery units. 
Typical is one with 15 ,000 weekly intake, 
using specially adapted McMaster cages 
The ducklings are cafeteria fed and 
watered, with all droppings sludged out 


the duck market. One is that housewives 
don’t appreciate the particularly fine 
flavour of duck; neither have they the 
remotest idea how to cook duck 4 la 
orange. | 
Moreover this class of poultry still | 
comes within the luxury class, All too | 
often the prime bird reduces to skin 
and grease with insufficient real meat to 
carve. 

Considerable efforts are being made not 
only to educate the consumer in the ways 
of dealing with ducks, but also to pro- 
duce better birds. 


On Huge Scale 

Most active in this field is the Cherry 
Valley Company at Rothwell, Lincoln- 
shire. They are the world’s biggest duck 
producers and packers and when visiting 
the farms recently I was astonished at 
the scale of operation. 

Mr. Joseph Nickerson, chairman of 
Cherry Valley, is well known in the seed 
trade for his enterprise and zest. This 
company is producing 28,000 duckling a 
week with a total stock running into six 
figures. That’s an awful lot of duck. 


Marketing such an output must be 

a gigantic undertaking but it is a tribute 

to them that despite the mammoth in- 

crease over the short space of 24 years 
demand has been sustained. 

A business on such a scale makes com- 
petition difficult if not impossible. Sheer 
weight of numbers effects economies but 
it is in general efficiency and performance 
that Cherry Valley excel. 

Managing Director Mr. John 5S. 
Manton, who started the concern with 
turkeys 34 years ago, gave me an example 
of how they work on the score of hatch- 
ability. Already Mayfair 3,000-egg

Incidentally not least of the 
managements headaches is the weekly 
disposal of over 100,000 gallons of 
liquid manure.

energy feed is given and conversion 
averages 3:1. 

Water is laid on to ball-cock controlled 
troughs and the stock requires 100,000 
gallons daily. 

Night watchmen are on duty regularly 
to patrol pens and guard against fox 
losses. 

A point of considerable interest is that 
the ducks are usually found ready for 
marketing at 8 weeks and 3 days. A day 
or so after they get past prime condition. 

Bonus incentives are given at all stages 
of production. This is worked on a 
points basis according to status. 

At Cherry Valley winter quarters were 
quite costly to create with the bulldozer 
and tons of sand. Now the 45 acre site is 
equipped with pens and _ corrugated 
shelters and the birds do well even with- 
out lighting. 


Down For Sale 


At the processing end there is a 
throughput of 800 per hour to oven-ready 
stage with adequate cold storage facilities. 
Much of the equipment is quite original 
the ducks being wax plucked and the 
down reclaimed for sale. 

There is even a double-decker bus to 
transport packing station workers as part 
of the set-up. 

Future developments are top secret but 
I would expect Cherry Valley to give a 
clear lead to the development of a new 
type of duck. Something as revolution- 
ary as the BBB turkey is called for 
Production methods are proven but con- 
stant attempts will undoubtedly be made 
to cut costs still further. 

All in all my impression is that duck 
fattening, once a small man’s “ perk” has 
undergone at least as great a revolution as 
other branches of the business—and the 
housewife has still to hear of it

“IT Hate Turkey Meat” 


EMBROKESHIRE turkey rearer, Mr. 

J. M. Scales, surprised a Hampshire 
conference, organized by Spillers Ltd., 
when he exclaimed: “I detest turkey meat 
and refuse to touch it.” But he admitted 
that this had spurred him on to seeking 
ways to increase flavour with more 
moisture to make it palatable. 

The eventual result was a success story 
from the sales point of view—and he even 
found himself eating and enjoying the 
meat. 

Mr. Scales farms 350 acres near Haver- 
fordwest, running beef cattle, breeding 
ewes and growing early potatoes. Find- 
ing the chitting glasshouses standing idle 


for long periods he experimented with 
turkeys. Now when the potatoes go out 
in late February in go 8,000 turkey poults. 
And from there they go into rearing com- 
pounds up to Christmas and as they go 
out the lambing ewes go in. 

Three years ago he found he had to sell 
his turkeys hard but after thinking about 
the turkey taste problem he persuaded 
his feed merchant to add five per cent 
animal fat to the rations. 

That apparently put some flavour in 
and last season’s birds were sold almost 
without negotiation, 

“Even I will tolerate a bit of turkey 
now,” he added.

HESHIRE born Joan Mellowes had always wanted to 
be a farmer. With farming in her blood, and a father 
who saved his pennies when a schoolboy to buy the 

FaRMER & STOCK-BREEDER, that was perhaps inevitable. 
But she never expected to realize her ambition as soon as 
she did. 

It was in 1955 that Mr. C. L. Mellowes, Director of 
Education for Northumberland, became the tenant of Plessey 
Mill Farm, seven miles south of Morpeth, where the monks 
used to grind their corn; and it was on her 21st birthday that 
his daughter milked her own cows for the first time. 

But although Miss Mellowes took on the responsibility 
of running a farm when scarcely out of her teens, she had 
already proved her worth and had acquitted herself well. 


* * * 


She used to spend all her spare time working on a neigh- 
bouring farm, and after leaving the Central Girls’ High 
School at Newcastle, trained at the Kirkley Hall Farm 
Institute. Here she was top student for her year among 
both the boys and the girls, and at the same time won the 
domestic science prize. Then she started farming at her 
parents’ home at Kirkley with a sow she was given as a 
birthday present and a hundred hens. 

In 1956 she was a member of the Y.F.C. team which won 
the poultry judging at Olympia, and in 1957 she won the 
gold medal for pig judging with the highest individual score 
at Smithfield. The following year she capped this by 
winning the pig judging award at the Royal. Now she trains 
the Northumberland Y.F.C. pig judging teams. 

Miss Mellowes has also won prizes with her own stock at 
both the Northumberland and Durham county shows. In 
a F.M.C. pork carcase competition one year she won the 
first prize and championship, came first and third in two 
other classes, and has since won prizes in this competition 
every year. 


* * * 


But although Miss Mellowes enjoys showing and judging 
stock she is a down to earth farmer. Her main job in life 
is making a living from the land, and nowadays she has little 
time for anything else. She used to be a keen rider to 
hounds, but now helping her mother with the cooking and 
doing a little gardening is her chief relaxation. 

Miss Mellowes has got her farm, but it wasn’t handed to 
her on a plate. Originally there were only 55 acres of land, 
which had not been improved by the Army during the war, 
and left scope for development. But by the time the Small 
Farms Scheme came into operation, Joan Mellowes had 
already made it too productive to qualify for a grant. 

Twenty acres of woodland, which yielded a crop of 63 
stumps to the acre, have been reclaimed, and other parcels 
of land have been added, bringing the present acreage up 
to 94. When still more stumps have been removed it will 
amount to 120. 

A range of pig houses has been constructed since Miss 
Mellowes took over the farm, and she now runs a pedigree 
herd of 40 Large White sows and has housing for 350 pigs 
in all. 

The Jerseys—with a herd average of 750 gallons for cows

and 660 for heifers at just over 5 per cent butter-fat—now 
number 40 with 35 followers. Four Aberdeen-Angus cows 
form the nucleus of another pedigree herd, and there is a 
small flock of 18 Clun Forest ewes which are all in the book. 

Miss Mellowes believes in quality as being one of the 
best ways to raise income on a small farm. She is a member 
of the newly formed Northumberland Quality Bacon Asso- 
ciation, her pigs are both boar progeny and litter tested and 
have been recorded since the scheme first came into 
operation. 

® * * 

The farm is run with the help of two men, but as well as 
being responsible for the management, and doing alli the 
book-keeping and buying, Miss Mellowes finds time for prac- 
tical work, too. She helps with the milking, rears the calves, 
and does the bottling and dairy work in addition to numerous 
other jobs around the farm. 

To Joan Mellowes farming is a business, but it is also a 
way of life. She loves the land and she loves each of her 
animals for itself—whether it be a show champion or her 
cross-bred bearded collie dog—and that has had a lot to do 
with her success. 

She is also lucky in having a father and a mother who are 
as enthusiastic about farming as she is herself. And that, 
she would be the first to agree, is a great help.

suggests you plan ahead 
and save yourself a 
daily cooking session 


T this time of year we all try to 

reduce cooking to a minimum and 

serve as many salad meals as pos- 
sible. I find it’s good to plan ahead and 
have a major session in the kitchen. 
Cook a joint, to be eaten cold, and make 
galantine and so that for a few 
days at least there’s always “something 
cold to cut at” in the larder. 


GALANTINE OF BEEF 
lib lean stewing | 1 tablespoon chopped 


ilb lean bacon or pepper, celery 

(ge ey 
ine, - 

1p ste, 

eggs 


crumbs 
AREFULLY remove any skin or 
gristle from the meat, and most of 
the fat. Put it twice through the mincer 
with the bacon or ham and the shallot. 

Mix im the breadcrumbs and parsley 
and season well. (You can add a pinch 
of dried mixed herbs if you like, or, better 
still, a little finely chopped marjoram or 
thyme. With a veal galantine I like to 
ed a good teaspoonful of grated lemon 

ind.) 

Beat the eggs lightly together and add 
to the other ingredients, mix thor- 
oughly with a wooden spoon. neces- 
sary, add a little stock to the mixture to 
give it a soft, but not wet, consistency. 
When well blended turn the mixture on to 
a floured board, shape it with your hands 
into a thick roll. 

Roll it up firmly in a dry pudding cloth 
and tie it tightly at both ends, or, if you 
have one of suitable size, pack it into a 
large stone jar, ee inside and 
cover with greasep paper or foil. 

If you are going to boil the galantine 
put it into a large pan with enough boil- 
ing water or stock to cover it and simmer 
very gently for about 24 hours. If you 
use a jar stand it in a pan of boiling water 
and let it steam for at least 3 hours. 

When it is done roll it in the browned 
breadcrumbs and leave in a cool place. A 
veal galantine can be made in the same 
way or, if you like, you can substitute 
pork sausage-meat for the ham. 

Here is a French way with liver, veal 
and sausage-meat that is well worth 
copying: 


TERRINE MAISON 
4b lean veal or | 1 small onion 
i 1 cleve garlic 
ib pig's liver 


About 6 = rashers 
Ib pork sausage-

streaky bacon

INCE the liver with the onion and 

garlic and mix with the sausage- 
meat. Add the chopped eggs and season 
well. 


Line a small, rather deep fireproof dish 
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with the rashers of streaky bacon and put 
a layer of the sausage-meat mixture at the 
bottom. Curt the veal into fine strips and 
put a layer of it over the sausage-meat. 

Fill up the dish with alternate layers 
of veal and the liver and sausage-meat 
mixture, ending with one of sausage-meat. 

Cover very closely—it is a good idea to 
make a paste of flour and water to seal 
on the lid. Stand in a baking tin full of 
hot water and cook in a very moderate 
oven (Regulo 3; 325 deg F) for about 2 
hours. 

Leave until next day before turning out.

When it is cooked transfer the joint to 
a suitable loaf tin, place a weighted board 
on top and leave it overnight before turn- 
ing it out. 


PIG’S HEAD BRAWN

NLESS it is already pickled, soak the 

head in brine for 3 to 5 days. When 
ready to make the brawn soak it in cold 
water for an hour or two. 

Drain and rinse well, clean thoroughly, 
and place in a large saucepan. Cover 
with cold water, bring to the boil, strain 
and rinse under the cold tap. Place in 
fresh cold water to cover, with the split 
pig’s trotters, chopped onions, the 
bunch of herbs, and the spices tied up in 
a piece of muslin. 

Simmer for about 3 hours until tender. 
Remove the head from the pan and cut 
all the meat from the bones; return them 
to the pan and simmer in the stock for an 
hour longer. 

Meanwhile, cut the meat into small, 


rough dice, skin and chop the tongue and 
three parts fill a couple of large moulds 
or pudding basins with it. Cover com- 
pletely mn g the strained, reduced and 
re- stock and leave to get cald. 

(To make the brawn look particularly 
attractive decorate the »ottom of the 
basins with slices of tongue and hard- 
boiled before filling up with the meat 
mixture.

OAK the tongue for an hour or two in

Put both into a large pan with herbs, 
vinegar and seasonings and enough cold 
water to cover. Bring to the boil, skim 
off the scum, reduce the heat and simmer 
until tender, allowing about 25 minutes to 
the pound. (Test by running a fine 
skewer into the thickest part of the root 
to see if it is tender.) 

Take out the tongue and reduce the 
stock a little by fast boiling. While it is 
still hot, peel off the skin, trim off any 
remaining fat or gristle and extract the 
small bones from the root. 

Curl it round—with the thick part in 
the middle—and press it into a cake tin, 
so that it is a tight fit. Strain in the hot 
stock to fill up the tin. 

Cover with a plate or a large saucer 
that fits just inside it and put a heavy 
weight on top. Leave till next day to get 
quite cold.

MITTS AND MOCCASINS 


follow Agnes Miall’s 


instructions and you’re sure 


to win admiration 


OME of our readers, who successfully 
cured lamb-skins earlier in the year 
may now be ready to make them 

up into moccasins or mitts. These simple 
instructions will take you step-by-step 
through the whole process and show you 
moet to achieve a really professional 


There are two very important points to 
remember before you start cutting. 

First; most skins stretch one way and 
it is essential that you place the pattern 
so that the stretch comes across the mitten 
or moccasin, not along it. Skins are never 
of even thickness all over, so do remember 
to cut all important pieces from parts 
which are thick and sound. Keep the 
thinner pieces for odd parts such as 
gussets of mittens. 

Secondly; never put pins into skin, as 
they may leave permanent holes. Instead, 
when tracing an outline, hold the pattern 
down firmly with your left hand or weight 
it. Use sharp but not large scissors about 
6in long. 

You will also need needles. Thin, soft 
skins, suitable for mitts, may be sewn with 
“betweens.” With the tougher skins 
needed for moccasins, use three-sided 
gloving needles (6d per packet). 

For the actual stitching buttonhole 
twist is excellent, and some people 
sew thin skins with D.M.C. No. 12 (ls Od 
a ball). Match thread to skin, or, for 
right-side stitching, black gives a decora- 
tive contrast. 


FUR-BACKED MITTS 
(in rabbit or other soft skin) 

Making pattern. For this use thick 
white writing or brown paper firm enough 
for tracing round. Lay left hand out- 
spread on paper, fingers just slightly apart 
and thumb at its normal distance from 
forefinger (Fig. 1). 

With sharpened pencil or ballpoint pen 
outline closely round thumb but not round 
individual fingers; instead, make one curve 
over them, as shown. When you reach 
wrist continue 2in up forearm, widen- 





ing pattern a little here. 
Mark pattern surface 
“Left.” Cut pattern out 
vsin outside marked out- 
line for sewing margin. 
Turn over and mark 
other side “Right.” Now 
you have pattern for either 
hand according to side laid 
uppermost. 
Cutting out. Lay flat 
whatever skin is used, 
wrong side uppermost. 
Lay on pattern with stretch 
across, hold, or weight 
down, and outline accur- 
ately round pattern. Cut 
out along outline. Cut once 
in furred skin for back, then 
again in bought plain skin 
for palm. 
If making lambskin mitts, 
you may prefer the warm 
fleece inside. In that case, 
cut both pieces slightly 
larger (say }in all round) to 
allow for the wool buik. 
Making up. Fur-backed 
mitts are sewn on the 
wrong side, so that seams come inside 
them. Lay the two halves exactly together, 
right sides touching and edges just flush. 
Do not pin over the hand while sewing. 
Start at inside wrist (away from thumb) 


and work up outside of mitt and round 
top curve. Use stab-stitch. This is run- 
ning stitch worked through both skins by 
stabbing back and forth, as in Fig. 2. Sew 
ygin in from cut edges and make stitches 
each about ygin long. 

When halfway down top curve towards 
thumb, slip on the mitt, holding unsewn 
edges lightly together with other hand and 
see if your thumb can move freely. If not, 
insert a gusset in the angle of thumb and 
fingers (A, Fig. 3). Cut gusset from rather 
thin plain skin—a lin square which you 
insert diamondwise in the angle between 
thumb and hand. 

Whether using a gusset or not, continue 
stab-stitching all round thumb till wrist 
edge is reached, then turn mitt right side 
out.

It creams or whips quickly 
and well, is light and easy to handle, both 
im action or resting (it stands firmly on 
its own base). Also, it has a look and feel 
of quality and robustness. 

The beaters are of stainless steel, not 
plastic, and resemble a balloon whisk in 
appearance. J from results, they 
are of just the right shape and size, in 
proportion to the motor, to deal with both 
light textures, such as white of egg or 
cream, and heavier mixtures of fat and 
sugar. 

Finally, the price is pleasantly modest. 
The Philips Electric Food Mixer costs 
only £6 18s 6d, and this includes a small 
scraper-spatula.

And it’s invaluable, too, id whisking 
egg whites and cream. Incidentally, one 
of my reasons for liking this little mixer 
so much is the efficient way it turns top- 
of-the-milk (admittedly, unpasteurized 
and Jersey) into whipped cream. 

This, and similar-type small mixers are 
also useful for batters and icings, mayon- 
naise and purée of potatoes. They are 
not designed for rubbing-in and, in my 
opinion, the folding-in of flour is better 
done with a metal spoon.

If you want a mixer that honestly does 
all the operations in cake-mixing, and that 
is also practical for yeast mixtures and 
pastry, you must, in my view, be prepared 
to pay at least three times as much for a 
big multi-speed machine. Top of this 
class I place the restyled Kenwood Chef 
at £28 17s 6d. 

This machine is lighter in weight, more 
streamlined and better detailed than its 
famous predecessor, the original Chef. 

For instance, the head-lifting device is 
now spring-assisted and the bowl, which 
fits very easily into position, is con- 
veniently lipped. 

Where the Kenwood excels, however, 
is in the unique planetary action, in its 
comparative quietness and in the fact that 
the invaluable liquidizer attachment can 
remain in position all the time instead of 
having to be fitted in place of the beater. 

Of course, when trying it out I did find 
some small points to criticize. The 
attachment of the K-beater, whisk or 
dough hook requires more than a — 
snap-in action, though it soon 
straightforward, and if the bowl has to “ 
scraped down, which happens less than 
with other mixers, one must pause and 
lift back the head 

If fat is being rubbed into a pound 
or more of flour a little splashing is likely 
at first, but, on the whole, if the excellent 
instruction and recipe book is followed 
carefully, results are superb.

Traffic 


REALLY traffic-proof pony is to

A pony that will 
take a young rider safely along modern 
roads undisturbed by all that goes along 
them is a life preserver. 

Incidentally, a pony that will do this 
may well be better at other things, like 
Pony Club Z tests and all, for the very 
reason that it is used to distraction. Mrs. 
Sheila Waddington, the t three-day- 
event rider, does all her sage training 
in the open by a busy road. 

You can get your pony used to traffic 
by leading it along s, by getting it 
used to tractors and noisy vehicles in the 
security of the farmy or fields; you 
can make him quieter by seeing that he 
has plenty of regular exercise.

On the road, remember your Highway 
Code, so that you know what other road 
users are going to do. Do not expect car 
drivers to slow up for you, but when they 
do THANK THEM. A smiling recogni- 
tion of courtesy rewards the understand- 
ing motorist. 

Keep well to the left of the road always, 
and give correct signals well in advance, 
after you have had a good look at the 
traffic situation ahead and behind. If you 
are leading another pony, ride between it 
and the traffic.
